Adam belonged: that he had not come into 
@ consciousness of God, and that there were 
other inhibitants or members of the race

Dr. Louther'’s congregation is one of the 
most numerous in this ejty, and the min- 
ister, because of the liberality of his views, 
has a large following also among the un- 
orthodox. The action of the Methodist 
Episcopal church authorities has conse- 
quently aroused much interest here. 


Scripture Should 
Be Reasonable. 

Rev. Louther today sald: 

“On the temptation of Eve we maintain 
that the language used in reference to the 
sefPpent that tempted Eve was more figu- 
rative than literal; that the methods used 
were serpentine subtle and deception in 
their nature; that the serpn was a man of 
the same race to which Adam and Eve 
belonged. 

“The account of rhe temptation was writ- 

ten by Moses at least 2500 years after the 
temptation. It would be perfectly natural 
that the spiritual idea would be lost sight 
Fe the sign stand for the thing signi- 
fied. 
“This makes the temptation harmonize 
with the temptations of men today, har- 
monize with reason and does no violence to 
the sacred record, while any other theory 
we have read that requires a miracle is ir- 
rational and unnatural. We do not denv 
the power of God to perform miracles, but 
when the Scripture can be made mor rea- 
sonable without a miracle we prefer the 
rational interpretation."

Powers could not tell clearly what 
happened. The story he gave the 
was having been fet upon by three men, 
who, he thought, had cut him in the face 
with knives and hit him over the head with 
brass knuckles.

Flees Bay Ridge With His 
Divorced Wife.

NEW YORK, March 24.—‘‘To rent to any- 
body. No restrictions. Inquire within."’ 

This is Artist Joseph Palmerston Gill- 
Martin's answer to the wealthy residents of 
Bay Ridge, who, he says, have made him 
an outcast there. 

The notice is posted in conspicuous let- 
ters on the terrace of his castle on Fort 


Hamilton avenue. It cost a small fortune 
to build the castie. It was planned during 


his courtship as the place where he would | 


|spend his honeymoon with his bride, the 
woman who, now divorced from him, shares 
with him life in the castle as ‘nis ward. 

Gill-Martin wili iease it to the first ap- 
plicant. 

Colored persons are as desirable as any 
othe rs,’ he said today. 

His neighbors are alarmed. They sought 
the artist and asked him if he meant to 
live up to the letter of his notice. He re- 
plied grimly that he did. He told them 
that as neighbors they had shunned him. 

Gill-Martin has said he will go to the 
south of France, and with him will go his 
ward, his divorce ed wife. Much of the mys- 
tery which has haunted the castle sur- 
rounds this woman. 

The story was current in the neighbor- 
hood two years ago that a ghost dwelt in 
the house, which sets back on wooded 
grounds. Many persons saw the figure of a 
woman in white flitting about the place. 

The ‘‘ghost’’ proved to be the divorced 
wife, shrouded in a flowing mantle of lace. 
in Which Gil-Martin was pleased to see 
her when they were wooing. She was May 
Nolan Moore, widow of a British army offi- 
cer, when Gill-Martin married her in 1897. 
In January, 1X98, she left him and. subse- 
quently, Giil- Martin sued Patrick McIner- 
ney. a dry goods merchant, for the allena- 
tion of her affections and obtained a ver- 
dict for $10,000. 

When she returned to Gill-Martin’s castie 
after he had divorced her, his Bay Ridge 
neighbors made the topic a never-ending 
theme for gossip. It Was said the rem «| 
had been remarried. To this the woman 
replied:
